This is a follow-up to the AZ ScQRPion's previous announcement of the 
release of a new product - the SSS, or ScQRPion Stinger Singer. It's 
official description is : "A CW Audible Frequency Counter", but it CAN 
be much more to those builders who have just a tad of imagination. 


In it's purest form, this little 3 IC jewel is indeed a very useful 
frequency counter. It can sit on the bench all self contained and as it 
takes very little power to operate, is small, and built into the 
ubiquitous Altoids tin which you supply. As such, it can be pressed into 
service very quickly to measure frequencies up to 75 Mhz with the 
supplied front end chip, or up to 150 MHZ, by simply replacing that chip 
with a 74ACQO. The chip is cheap, available from many sources, and of 
course both chip positions are socketed for easy chip replacement. 


It has several, easily set-up, modes to cover about any use that you may 
be able to dream up. 


It is VERY EASY to build. Most folks should be done within 30 minutes, 
as there is only 1 8 PIN chip ( a PIC micro-controller), a 14 pin front 
end chip, and a 3 terminal regulator. There are 5 capacitors, a PB 
switch, an external Piezo sounder that's tacked to the Altoids tin, 1 
resistor, and a diode that protects the unit from reverse polarity 
battery hookups. 


This kit is about as goof proof as one can be. There are no SMD parts. 


Probably one of of the most frustrating parts of any RX or TX project 
is coming up with a way to read the frequency of the VFO, or the LO, and 
displaying it. Have you priced those nice little vernier dials lately? 
Even if you use some sort of mechanical device to indicate frequency, 
you still need to convert the dial somehow to the actual frequency that 
you are tuned to. 


In walks the SSS! 


Simply hit the PB switch one time, and the frequency is instantly sent 
to you in CW. Too Fast to copy? NO problem, the SSS mode is easily 
changed to a slower speed. 


Is it accurate enough? Out of the box, it will be within 400 hz @ 4 
MHZ! If you have access to almost any sort of accurate oscillator, you 
can adjust the only adjustable control in the kit, the trimmer cap, to 
well within 10 Hz @ 4 MHZ. It takes like maybe a minute or two. This 
is a one time adjustment too. 


The supplied, easy to read document sheet shows you how. 


When we first started testing these little jewels, we became amazed very 
quickly as to just how many uses can be found for it. I'll bet that we 
will be hearing of even more unusual uses as time goes on. 


One favorite of mine is code practice. Say what? Yep, here's how to do 
it. Just hook up a cheap, drifty signal source to the input of the SSS, 
Set the mode of the SSS so that it sends the frequency continuously. 
Now, as the signal source drifts, a new frequency number will be sent 
each time the SSS reports. Set it to it's higher CW speed, and with a 
few sessions, you will be copying those CW numbers faster that you can 
say CQ CONTEST. 


Hey, you'll be able to find the FOX, AND copy the number part of the 
exchange too! 


Of course, quite often there is usually no need to hook up the input 
of the SSS directly to the oscillator or transmitter to be measured. 


The sensitivity is about 10 mv @ 7 MHz. 


Also the voltage requirements are 8 to 30 volts DC. A 9 volt battery 
works just fine. 


As the input impedance is fairly high, the SSS will tend not to load 
down the frequency source that you are measuring, even IF you need to 


hook it up directly to the device to be tested. 


Matching crystals as in the construction of a crystal filter, is also 
accomplished easily. 


The SSS does audio too, so you can now measure audio filters etc. 


In short, the SSS IS a frequency counter, but can do a lot more tricks 
if one engages one imagination a bit.

The SS was designed by our very own Dan Tayloe, the PCB was laid out 
by Dave Fifield. We sure appreciate their efforts.

It's odd. There are those who said this is the worst worm ever 
experienced, and there are those who have not seen it. I was trying to 
figure out the odd distribution of hits, but I guess you are right 
that it has nothing to do with qrp-l. 


The worm is bound to have a signature, for I understand it has its own 
smtp program to send itself after gathering all addresses on a Windows 
machine. Also, the first line is always the same in English or 
Spanish. So I suppose a fix will be forthcoming. 


But I don't know that it will do me any good. My problem is not that 
it is a virus, but merely downloading multi-megabyte files that come 
every few minutes, and consequently fill partitions and therefore 
block e-mail. I use a mail transport utility called fetchmail, and it 
has some anti-spam features, but I doubt I can get it to read the 
first line of the message and if it recognizes it tell the mail server 
to remove it.

Yes, the idea of a search machine sending queries to other search 
machines is a very old one. 


However, the trick is not maximixing hits, but searches that reduce 
the number of hits. Unlike the past, where the problem was finding 
relevant information, in our coming digital age, the problem is too 
much information - information overload. 


So, if I do a search and get 30,000 hits, that's not going to be of 
much help unless the hits are sorted in some fashion. The ordering 
algorithm distinguishes most search engines, and an effective search 
requires using this distinction effectively. So a compounding of 
search engines may actually stand in the way. We need to choose the 
right engine for a job. 


But there's also no substitute for a well thought out query. Most 
engines support some kind of Boolean query, and so we all need to 
understand a little about that tool.

Some QRP-related info from the recent ARRL Board Meeting: 


"The Board also approved the filing of a petition seeking a domestic, 
secondary allocation for the Amateur Service at 5.250 to 5.400 MHz. 
The petition will ask that amateurs General and above be allowed to 
operate in the so-called 60-meter band at up to maximum authorized 
power. No mode subbands will be proposed at this time. 


"The Board also adopted the revised band plan for 160 meters based on 
a proposal from the ad hoc 160-Meter Band Plan Committee. The plan 


adopted sets aside a segment for digital modes from 1.800 to 1.810 
MHz, maintains CW operation for the entire 1.8 to 2.0 MHz band, 
recommends a lower limit of 1.843 for SSB operation, and designates 
QRP calling frequencies--1.810 for CW and 1.910 for SSB.

I am sending this to the QRP-L list as well as the person who sent 
it to me this morning. That is brownh@hartford-hwp.com and he will send 
the virous to anyone he sends e-mail to in the future. For this reason 
it's important that this person rid himself of the virous by reformating 
the hard drive on his computer. Or get to a virous protector that can find 
and delete the files causing the problem. 


Exactly what happened was this person put my e-mail address in his 
address book on the computer. The virous saw this new listing and sent me 
the virous. Since I use Linux, a unix operating system the virous will not 
attach itself to my computer. I am able to inspect the message at my own 
time. Have done that and it is a bogus message of about 330,000 bytes that 
takes a long time to load on a slow internet connection. Mine had the 
title "Sampling Rates" and I knew something was odd because it had my 
e-mail address as the reciever AND SENDER! It has an attachment which is 
the program that does the dirty work. 


If your using Microsoft Outlook Express this poor quality e-mail 
server will open the attached worm software and infect your computer 
without you doing a thing! It's a bad thing. If your using windows or dos 
and get this worm delete it asap if you can. If you get the worm do 
something about it quickly, or you will send it to all your friends. 


The only sure way to clear the worm out is to delete all the files 
that make it up. It looks to me like there are 3 or 4 files, and 2 are 
.exe and the others are .bat files. 


brownh@hartford-hwp.com tells me that he is using Linux. He talks about 
fetchmail which is what I use to get the e-mail from my server to my 
computer. So I suspect he is not effected by the worm either. He thinks 
the worm came from the QRP-L list, but I'm sure that's not the case. It's 
someone who is on the list that is speading the worm, but I have no way to 
determine who it is. But why brownh is getting big files is another 
mystery. 


On Mon, 23 Jul 2001 brownh@hartford-hwp.com wrote: 
> I have not seen this worm, and it's unlikely that qrp-1l is the cause. 
Karl, 


It's odd. There are those who said this is the worst worm ever 
experienced, and there are those who have not seen it. I was trying to 
figure out the odd distribution of hits, but I guess you are right 
that it has nothing to do with qrp-l. 


The worm is bound to have a signature, for I understand it has its own 
smtp program to send itself after gathering all addresses on a Windows 
machine. Also, the first line is always the same in English or 
Spanish. So I suppose a fix will be forthcoming. 


But I don't know that it will do me any good. My problem is not that 
it is a virus, but merely downloading multi-megabyte files that come 
every few minutes, and consequently fill partitions and therefore 
block e-mail. I use a mail transport utility called fetchmail, and it 
has some anti-spam features, but I doubt I can get it to read the 
first line of the message and if it recognizes it tell the mail server 
to remove it.

Most frequency counter kits have disappeared from the market, because of 
the availability of relatively inexpensive assembled counters. Radio 
Shack, for example, used to sell one, although I believe they 
discontinued it. MFJ still sells one (MFIJ-886, $120). Note that a lot of 
the inexpensive counters (including the MFJ) have only 50 ohm inputs; 
that's convenient when you want to check the frequency of a rig, because 


you can just put an antenna on the counter, but not so good for bench 
work, where you might want to check the frequency of a VFO or the like. 


An exception are the kits from Almost All Digital Electronics. They have 
four models of digital displays/counters; they're primarily sold as 
digital frequency displays for rigs, but can also be used as standalone 
counters. The most applicable model for that purpose is the DFD4: 

http: //www.aade.com/dfd4.htm The basic kit sells for $60 (or you can 
get it with a backlit display for an extra $7.50, or a larger display 
for an extra $20); that doesn't include an enclosure ($16; the big 
display doesn't fit) or the front panel parts for standalone use ($5). 
Shipping is extra, but very reasonable. The AADE counters are PIC-based, 
just like the SSS, but they use an LCD character module for the output 
rather than Morse code. The DFD4 also includes a divide-by-128 prescaler 
chip so it can count to 3 GHz. The HF input (good to 30 MHz) of the AADE 


is high-impedance; the prescaler input is 50 ohm. 


Anyhow, if you need a counter that can handle UHF, or prefer a counter 
with a display rather than a Morse output, the AADE kit might be just 
the thing.

Oops! Just so there's no misunderstanding, I'm not distributing the 
W32SirCam@MM virus, just talking about it. As Karl points out, a Linux 
machine (which I run) cannot be infected by this virus. I have no 
address books that can be culled by this virus, and I've never 
executed the virus on my machine (I don't currently run dosemu or the 
Windows emulator needed to do so). 


Incidentally, to the best of my knowledge, at this point the only 
Linux virus is a laboratory experiment and has never been encountered 
in the wild. Furthermore, should a Linux virus escape into the wild, 
it is more easily dealt with than under Windows. 


The exception to this is when a person runs a virtual DOS or Windows 
machine under Linux. I believe the consensus is that a virus could 
cause damage there. 


My point about the SirCam virus and Linux was to ascertain why I was 
getting so many of these virus mail messages (about 60 since last 
night). They are typically about 240 Kb, sometimes considerably 
larger; sometimes smaller. So in effect, I'm under a DoS attack, for 
if a partition fills up with this garbage, it blocks some computer 
functionality. 


At present, my work-around is to have my e-mail transport agent 
(fetchmail) refuse to download any mail messages over 150 Kb. This is 


only a temporary work-around, of course, but it spells RELIEF. 


> If your using Microsoft Outlook Express this poor quality e-mail 


server will open the attached worm software and infect your computer 
without you doing a thing!

True, The distribution of the virus seems to vary widely, but I've not 
seen any greater impact on this list than other lists. For some reason 
I'm particularly prone (I'm on a lot of lists and in a lot of address 
books, and also engage in politically incorrect activities on line 
that generates a certain amount of hate mail). 


I add that individual subscribers to this list have contacted me today 
and report that they experienced a first infection just yesterday or 
last night. So watch out, for the virus is still spreading. Delete 
mail files that have as their first line, "Hi! How are you=3F" in 
English or Spanish, and, as everyone always points out to no avail, 
never execute an unknown attachment (but note that the attachment's 
root file name (not its odd combination of extensions) and the 
sender's name and the subject line might all be quite familiar or 
appropriate). 


I might mention incidentally, that the best protection from a virus 
(one gets help from Norton or MacAfee only after a virus has already 
spread and caused damage) is a full and regular backup. I'm shocked 
that some people go though life without them. It's like... (can't say 
what in polite society). 


I apologize for going on about an off topic issue, but fear people on 
the list are currently in danger of infection, and hope this will help 


sensitize them.

1 MHz xtals are often used for frequency standards. They could be very high 
spec. units. 


Actually, the xtal in question only has a 100 ppm spec, while all the 
others in the same catagory have 50 ppm spec. Another difference is a 
7 pfd load spec, as opposed to 22 or 33 for the others. 


Be that as it may, price is often an indication of how hard it is to 

make something, so the 1 Mhz might be harder to make or has a higher 

fall out rate than the others. Apparently, at least 11 times that of 
a 3.57957 or higher xtal.

This one uses a four-digit LED, with a shift button similar to the Blue 
Sky, and also offers 100 Hz resolution. It departs from all the other 
designs by using an Atmel AVR microcontroller, rather than a PIC. It 
will sell for $30 plus shipping, and is scheduled to be available in 


late August. 


One feature that all of the counters above have, but the SSS does not, 
is frequency offset. That is, the counter can add or subtract a constant 
offset to/from the frequency; this is handy if you're trying to display 
the receive frequency of a receiver or transceiver, but the IF frequency 
is not an even number of MHz. So, any of these could be suitable as a 
frequency readout for a QRP rig; the SSS isn't, except for a DC design 
or a design with an IF at x.000 MHz. 


The AADE (http://www.aade.com) counter I mentioned earlier also has 
offset capability. If you're looking for something to build into a 
radio, they also have less expensive versions ($50) without the 
prescaler. 


So - lots of options out there! You pays your money and you takes your 
choice... 


I've already built an SSS to keep my personally customized Digitrex 
counter company. The Digitrex was a counter sold back in the early 80s 
(or maybe the late 70s; I don't remember exactly how long ago I got it) 
through ads in the back of CQ magazine. It's a seven-digit counter based 
on the Intersil 7207/7208 chip pair, plus a 7490 divider and an ECL 
prescaler. As delivered, it had only a 50 ohm prescaled input, which 
divided the input signal by 100, limiting the resolution to 100 Hz. I 
build a second input board (design shamelessly stolen from a counter 
design in the Handbook), plus a digital switching board (personally 
designed, using a quad 2-input multiplexer) that lets you select either 
the hi-Z or prescaled input, and lets you remove the 7490 from the 
circuit. I put it all in a Radio Shack box. So, as modified, I have four 
input choices: 


Hi-Z straight: 1 Hz resolution, response to 6 MHz 

Hi-Z /10: 10 Hz resolution, response to 60 MHz 

Prescaled straight: 10 Hz resolution, response to 60 MHz 
Prescaled /10: 100 Hz resolution, response to 600 MHz 


A lot of effort to go to for the result, but at least I didn't have to 
spend much money (aside from the basic counter, which I already owned); 
all of the above came to perhaps $15 in parts, including the enclosure.

design that counts to 30 MHz, with resolution down to 1 Hz. The design 
was published in the December 2000 issue of QST. It has a single-digit 
LED display that shows the digits in sequence. It costs $25. You can 
also buy the bare circuit board for $4 from Far Circuits:

The Blue Sky counter is at http://www. fix.net/~jparker/blusky/ccd.htm 

It counts to 32 MHz, with 100Hz resolution. It uses a 4 digit LCD 
display, using a MHz shift button to show the additional digits. It also 
functions as a digital clock. It appears to be yet another PIC-based 
design (though unlike all the other designs, it uses a large PIC ina 
socketed QFP package), from what I can tell from the picture. It costs 
$30.

Or, you can brew up your own, 5-7 digit counter, depending on your 
preferences, for about $15 in parts. It's not rocket science and there 
must be a dozen schematics out there. You might add a few bucks if you buy 
an already etched circuit board, but that discourages experimentation and a 
counter isn't so complex that a PCB is much of a win over just plain wire.

This one is a more direct equivalent of the SSS: PIC-based, Morse code 
output, inexpensive ($20, just like the SSS). But it's less versatile;

This is an entirely different animal, and depending on the mood I'm in, 
significantly better than looking at a LCD/LED. I have to say I find the 
frequency display on the front of the rig a little more 'normal', even the 
Ki's abbreviated display. But sometimes it's nice to not even have to look 
at the rig. It does lead to a somewhat different feeling, and certainly 
it's more tempting to just close your eyes and listen to the music of the 
CW. When I'm in that sort of mood, this is a much better answer.
